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THOUGHTS FOR LABOR DAY. 


THE PROBLEM OF DISARMAMENT 

Wliatever may lie Hie motive of tin- 
lliis.siaii t'zar in proposiug disarma¬ 
ment of the nations, it cannot btit lie 
regardisl as a prii]iosili(in of far reacli- 
ing and stupendous iiiiporianee. The 
cry for peace, coming from one of the 
most powerful of Hie ruling class, is, 
of course, the veriest miH-kery. 

There can lie no jieace wliily the 
riilerslil|) of tliat class exists. Only 
its complete nlioiitiiiii am! the siibsH- 
tntiuii of national and internatioiial ad¬ 
ministration of the iminstries and busi¬ 
nesses of tlie iicople on a purely demo¬ 
cratic basis, can insure to the world 
the lile.ssings of peace. It runnot for 
a moment lie supposed that the t’zar 
suggests disarniiiment as a sti-p pre¬ 
liminary to the inaiignration of .Social¬ 
ism. .\ml yet, so surely as tlie nations 
dislianded Hieir standing armies and 
lieat their swords into plowshares, 
would till* tiiial irin|itnli of tMu-iallsm 
lie lirouglit nearer and diffuse tlie 
lilessings of pence Hirougliout Hie 
world. 

Hut no siicli prosiM‘ci is liefore ns. 
Neverllieiess, it ma.v well he pointed 
out that llii- lijtre suggestion of Hie 
Czar is anotlier indication, clear ami 
iininistakable. of the breaking tip of 
the present system. The "btirdeii of 
It all’’ Is tlie procuring cause of Hie 
Idea; Hie load is too great and the ruin 
too awful. Then. too. it is a timely 
and sigiiificiint warning to Hint loiid- 
nioiiHied patriotism which in America 
is demanding tbi> bunion and the ruin 
of a great military establislinient. 

Hut if the nations were dlsarnieil. 
wliat tlteii? Wliat can the pri*8ent ecti- 
nomlc sysiem offer to tlie millions of 
men wlio would be thrown upon it? 
Willi machinery displacing labor In 
every liranch of Indnstr.v, anti niilliuns 
umilile 'to gain a living; with every 
profession overcrtiwded. thousands 
starving or living precariously In an al¬ 
most hopele.ss struggle to exist, and 
thousands more from college iiiid uni¬ 
versity forced into them and making 
tlie condition more perplexing: with 
opportunities for individtial enterprise 
ever Ii-ssening and great eapltulistlc 
iinderlnklngs ever enlarging; with 
monopoly In c;outrol of tin* earth’s 
iHiiinly and of the means of protlue- 
tlon, where are the millions of soldiers 
to go and how are they to obtain n 
livelihood? 

Millioiis of men In every country on 
the globe are already mustered out of 
the world’s nniiy of workers, and 
misery and want are worldwide con¬ 
ditions; act on the Czar’s proposition, 
strip the military uniform from men 
and throw them Into the competitive 
stmggle for wages, and what becomes 
of the capitalist system? Kocialists 
would, of course, ball with delight the 
realization of the Muscovite Idea, be¬ 
cause Soelalism alone would be ade¬ 
quate tt-s a solution. But will court 
czars and rnpitalist czars bring on that 
Issue? We shall see. 


Advocates of a Co-operative Com¬ 
monwealth of imlustry, differ widely 
as to the methods of bringing the new 
system into effect, as well as the period 
of time which will necessarily elapse 
before their hoiM-s can be reallzetl. 
Differences of opinion on these sub¬ 
jects aiiioug those who have studietl 
liicni are to be exiH“cted. No man, 
however great bis abllltj’, can master 
all Hie details of a science so vast as 
Is sociology: yet It would be neces- 
.sary to do this in order to predict the 
exai't eoitrso of industrial events. This 
nnicli. liowever. Is eertaln, that the 
development of iudustrljil affairs is 
now going on at a rapid rate, and that 
cliatiges of a stupendous character art? 
almost at hniid. 

Tliat agricultural Industry Is being 
affected simultaneously with uriian Iti- 
dustrles, is a matter too plain for suc¬ 
cessful denial. ’I'lie extent, liowever. 
to which agricnllnral Indnstr.v Is being 
alTectul. niiiy pe.rliaps furnish matter 
for <-ontrovers". 

Willie it is trite Hint Hie farming 
lands in tlie I'nitetl Slates are still 
widely (llstrllmlisl among niilllons of 
owners, litis fact dis's not at all con- 
Illet wllli tile vii-w Hiat Hie fanning In- 
iliislry is Milijeel to a eoinpetlllon 
rapidly growing to lie ns strong ns that 
wliicli lias forced Hie concentration of 
tile tirlijiii liiiltistries into the linnds of 
a few men of great wealtli.

ORGANIZED LABOR. 

Tile altitude of the Social Demo¬ 
cratic iKiny toward organized labor 
ami trade.s uiiiunisni is defined in the 
fiilliiwliig n'.soluHiins, ndoiitcd June 11, 
l-SdS. 'i'liese n-soluilons represent tlie 
uiiaulmotis .sentiment of tlie party:

Resolved.. Tliat wo eonimentl .m hon¬ 
est eo-operntlon to that end by the 
memlM’i-s of the Social Memocrutlc 
Party of. America, b.v becoming mem- 
Ik’i-s of the unions in their respective 
tnides or cnlllng.s, or ot the Federal 
Ltibfir Unions, and strive to organize 
all siicli trades ns have lieretofore not 
IwTU organized and assist the organiza¬ 
tion of Jalmr lu ex'ery way possible: 

"Resolved. That in onler to more ef¬ 
fectively resist the encroaehmente np- 
011 lalsyr we advise organized labor to 
eomiiine into national and internation¬ 
al unions, pledging ourselves to extend 
to them nil possilile assistance to ac¬ 
complish this ena.

tile labor organizations should not be 
a rea-son for separate organization in 
the ceoiiomle struggle causing dissen- 
. slons and disruptions. 

"Resolvetl. Tliat we consider strikes 
and iKiycotts as historically necessary 
weatioDK to obtain the demands of 
trades unionism: xve further recognize 
In tlie union Inliel an im|)ortant factor 
in strengthening the power of organb 


zatioii. and eduenring the public to i 
demonstrate in a practical way tti 
syiiqiiilliy and nsslstiiH"e to the came ■ 
of labor: and wc therefore indorse til ' 
Hie lalx-ls of the lioua fide trades 
iiiiinns, earnestl.v recommending to the 
memiM-rship of tlie .Social Democratic 
Parly of Anierlea to patronize only 
sui-ii concerns sellln.g (iroducts hearing ? 
Hi" .same. 

"Itesolved. Tliat we condemn the at- ' 
febijii to disrupt the lalxir movement 
by organizing rival unions to the 
fide trades unions.
